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| jAppalling Results of the Tidal 
Ware Which Swept Grand Isle. 
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Dne Hundred and Forty-five Families 
Said to Have Perished. 
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A STEAMER BLOWN TO PIECES AND 6EV- 
EEAL OF SER CREW LOST. 


Authentic Nervs of the Calamity Brought 
by Survivors to New Orleans To-Day— 
Other Islands Storm-Swept—Havoc of 
Wednesday’s Storm at Mobile and Fen- 
sacola—Wrecksge Strews the Coast- 
Line. 

New ORLEANS, Oct. 4,2 p. m,—It is now es- 
timated by Mr, Schurtz of Grand Isle that 
the loss of life on Grand Isle and Chenilere 
Island and in the Grand and Adams Bays and 
the Cook, Chaton and Oyster Bayou settle- 
ment will reach 800 to 1,000. . 

Matthew Weertzes and Dominick Mir- 
govich, two sailors, were rescued by 
one of the luggers. The story they 
tell ofthe disaster at Grand Isle is horri- 
fying in the extreme, They went almost 
wild in giving their description of the terri- 
ple night and cried bitterly. 

The sea was raging all day, they said, and 
towards night 1 had increased to an 
alarming degree. About 10 o' clock 
in the morning it had shifted to 
the southwest. Then came the almost 
incredible story. These men said they were 
living on the island at the west end. Far out 
at sea as the flashes of lightning would vivid- 
ly illuminate the darkness, could be seen a 
mam * wave traveling with wonderful 

rapidity towards the island. 

When Mr. Schartz left Chenier Island yes- 
terday he counted but five houses standing 
out of a total of about 300, while the land was 
covered with corpses, 

Closer and closer it came, and brought 
with ita noise of thunder. On. on came the 
terrible thing, growing larger each mo- 
ment. The island was in the stiliness fof 


slumber and not a single human being could | 


doe seen anywhere. These men being too 
frightened to go to their homes remained in 

the boat auring that terrible night. Horri- 
fied, they watched the tidal wave approach 
the island until, like a flash of lightning, it 
struck. Then all was darkness and the 
Island, as far as the eye could reach, was 
covered wich water. 

The next flash of lightning found the two 
fishermen far off to the north of the island, 
and looking about in the direction of the 
island they could see nothing buta sheet of 
water, the island having totally disap- 
peared. 

Mr. Matthew Shurtz of Gouldsboro, just 
opposite the city, whose estimate of the loss 
of life is given above, was one of the sur- 
vivorsof the Cheniere Caminda calamity, 
who arrived this morning on the schooner 
Good Mother. He brought with him a 
harrowing tale of his experlenceand of the 
loss of life at Cheniere, Mr, Schurtz went to 

Island about four weeks ago with Mr. 

zorge Thompson and a negro bricklayer 
amed . Louis Roberts, for the purpose 
of constructing a school house. He 
engaged board in a house in which there was 
a very large family, not less than twenty-five 

in all. The house2waés a rude establish- 
ment of boards; but it had _ with- 
stood many gales and the occupants 
of it felt reasonably safe from the Storm. It 
turned out to be the bier of probably twenty - 
five people. Mr. Schurtz on Sunday night 
had an experience sufficient to turn a man’s 
hair gray, and when he reached the city this 
morning he showed the results of the 
peril he had passed through. He was 
almost naked; the clothes he had on were 
torn to threads, his face was bruised and he 
bad not yot recoverd from the excitement he 
had undergone and the frightful scenes of 
death he had witnessed. 

As the wind increased in severity the 
houses began to go in pieces. The wind 
picked the roofs off as though they had been 
shaved from the rafters with 
a great carving knife. den the 
bullangs began to rock  violent- 
ly, and one by one they were 
torn to pieces, crashing down and killing 
their occupants and then rapidly drifting 

away with the terrible current that was 
sweeping across the land. 

The shrieks and groans of the unfortunate 
people was heartrending as they were 
buried in the ruins of their frail homes. 

Mr. Schurts, Mr. Thompson anda negro 
bricklayer were ina house in which there 
twenty-five persons all huddled together 
and terror stricken at the mighty agony of 
the elements.

Incidents of the Calamity Which Over: 
took the Littie Colonies. 


New Orveans, La., Oct. 4.—The disaster at 
Grand Isle and Cheniere has been unparal- 
leled. The loss of lifeis terrfble. The first 
authentic news came this morning, when 
several survivors reached here. They tell 
heartrending stories. A tidal wave swept 
over the island, destroying nearly every» 
thing on it. Dr, Frey, a promi 
nent physician, and his wife, were 
drowned. One hundred and forty - ve fam- 
ilies are said to have perished. The steamer 
Joe Weber was blown to pieces and several 
of her crew were lost. 

Chenlere Caminda is opposite Grand Isle 
and is less exposed. It is the home of many 
fishermen and constitutes quitea settlement, 
less exposed to the elements than its part- 
ner, The population is about as large as that 


of Grand Isle. 
On both sides of che river the sugar, rice 


and orange crops suffered a great deal. It 
will be some days before the full extent of 


the damage wrought will be known. 

Rumors from the devastated district placed 
the loss of life as high as 200 to 800, but these 
stories lack yeonfirmation. The settlement 
on Bayou Cook, where reports make the loss 
of life 250, comprised at most not more than 


100 fishermen. 

Owing to the fact that all wire communica- 
tion is temporarily interrupted and that no 
vessels of any description have arrived from 
the remote sections, the information as to 
the havoc wrought down the gulf coast is 
necestarily meager. Yesterday a lone and 
aged fisherman, who had been a member of 
the fishing colony at Bayou Cook, where the 
oysters bearing that name are fished, and 
which is located about seven miles back of 
the Buras settlement, came to the Socola 
Canal, which is located on west bank of the 


Mississippi! River opposite Point La Koeche, 
and reported to the keeper of locks of the 
Canal Ozone Martin that of the people who 
composed the colony, but three had suc- 
ceeded in escaping the fury of the elements. 
The fishermen had all retired Sunday night 
as usual and though the wind was blowing 
pretty hard, there was no forerunner of the 
terrible catastrophe that followed. 

As the night grew apace the — grew in 
velocity until the timbers in the houses be- 
gan to creak in an alarming manner and the 
roar of the waves grew louder and iouder. 
The water rose with startiing rapidity and 
before the unfortunates who had no possible 
means of escape had time to grasp some 
floating object they were overwhelmed. 

He hadijclung to a tree throughout the night 
and when morning dawned the scene of 
wreckage that spread before his view was 
simply terrible. 

The last bad storm in this region was in 
1888, and there was also a severe storm in 
1889. In 1888, when there Was so much de- 
struction in the city, the gale was very high 
at Grand Isle andthe water of the gulf was 
backed up on the land and the residents and 
sojourners upon the island were for a day 
and a night terror stricken. 

The storm, however, did no damage of 

magnitude, and there were no lives 

At that time the regular steamer run- 

to the island was long overdue, 

then were rumors in 

city that Grand Island had 

swept away. The reports fortu- 
nately proved to be untrne. They had, how 
ever created greater anxtety In the city than 
the reports received last night, for the 
reason that the 1888 storm happened durin 
the month of August, when there were sti 
a large number of sojourners from the city 
upon the island. 

Grand Isle lies directly south of New Or- 
leans. Itis about sixty miles as the crow 
files from the city and about ninety miles by 
the tortuous route that is covered to reach 
it. Thereare two ways of getting to the 
island, one a byway of Socola Canal, 
fifty miles down the river, and the 
other by way of Company Canal, which Is 
about opposite the old exposition grounds, 
By either route Grand Isle must be crossed. 
The trip is made in fromten to fourteen 
hours, according tothe wind and the speed 
of the craft. The isiand isin Jefferson Parish, 
and has been a summer resort for 
many years, but was not liberally patronized 
because of its location andthe lack of wire 
communication. There were very few peo- 
ple from this city on the island. The season 
does not usually last longer than the 15th of 
September, because the island is subject to 
storms from that time on. 

At Buras River the steamer Comet, running 
between there and Port Eads, under the 
command of Capt. H. L. Lang, hada lively 
experience. Capt. Lang told your cor- 
respondent that during the night of the 
storm a maa by the name of Casey who was 
Stationed at the end of the jetties had been 
washed overboard and drowned. 

Far off to the westward of Buras could be 
indistinctly seen the mast of a three-masted 
schooner. During the awful night she had 
dragged heranchors from Grand Pass and 

one ashore on the shoalsof Adams Bay. 
She had her flag at half mast as a distress 
signal, and seemed in a dilapidated condi- 
tion, but the people were too busy looking 
after their own losses to give her any agsist- 
ance. 

Early in the morning when the Grand Isle 
railway hands were clearing the debris from 
the tracks justaboue Buras they found the 
body ofa little white girl in a fence corner. 
It was horribly torn on the barb wires. Uling- 
ing to the child were two others, evidently 
its sisters. All three were in rags, almost 
naked and all wereterribly cut and bruised. 
An Italſan recognized them as chilaren he 
had seen at Oyster Bayou, but did not know 
whose they were. 

Perhaps one of the most thrilling ex- 
periences of the storm wastold bya woman 
who drifted to shore lashed toalog. She, 
her husbana and two children had 
taken refuge on board a 
outside of Bayou Cook 
tended to ride out the gale. 
wind came from the west, followed by a mam- 
moth wave, the husband and the two 
children were washed overboard and the 
lugeer’s mast, snapping off at its foot, 
driftedaway. The woman jumped onto the 
floating timber andinsome way lashed her- 
self to it. All night she drifted through 
Adams Bay and the neighboring bayous and 
when daylightcame she was picked up by 
the lugger Venus. She was naked and ter- 
ribly bruised. 

John A. Seput, one of the many unfortu- 
nate fishermen that lived on the shore.of 
Bayou Cook, told the reporter that there was 
nothing left either on the shores of the Bayou 
or its islands. On Bayou simon, which 16 
situated in Grand Bay, there were fourteen 
fishermen drowned. 

It is said everything on Bayou Cook is gone, 
not even a house being left, and the many 
people are where the Almighty himself only

The family of Jobn Barbier, a fisherman in 
Bayou Cook, had been washed away. Four 
children and the wife were rescued, but the 
husband and two clildren were drowned 
within a few feet of the poor wife. The next 
house was occupied by a man, wife and two 
children. The wife and children were caught 
in the water and set off at a rapid rate into 
3 1 and mere Crowned.

Sixteen of t 
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Probably Twenty-five Lives Were Lost in 


Monday’s Storms. 

MOBILE, Ala., Oct. 4.—The dotails of the 
storm which broke over the Gulf coast Mon- 
day morning and raged at increasing fury for 
five or six hours has just begun to come in 
and, as was , indications are that the 
loss of life in the low-lands east of the city 

ve been very great. There is no doubt 
that it will be a week longer before the full 
story of thé storm, . with all the attendant 
details of death and destruction, will be told. 

Among the damage to shipping the follow- 
ing are all that is known up to the present 
times. Eastern shore steamer Crescent City, 
beached on the west shore of the bay twenty 
miles below the bay; river steamers Lee and

ern shore of Mobile Bay for a distance of nine 
miles is almost a total wreck, involving a 
loss, that if it be replaced at all which Is ex- 
tremely doubtful, will involve an outlay of 
between $10,000 and $15,000. Across the road- 
bed are masses of logs and driftwood piled in 
a most inextricable confusion, while across 
that part where it bas been left intact, there 
has been blown in a tangled netyvork of 
foliage that makes passing very dimcult. 
Communication direct between Mobile and 
New Orleans by wire and rail have been to- 
tally cut off and will not resumed for 
weeks to come. Between this city and scran- 
ton the Western Union has barely a pole left 
— 1 g. though the Postal fared, somewhat 
er 
Between Venitia and Scranton thirty or 
forty houses were blown down,. but no lives 
have been reported lost. At various towns 
alon the route twelve churches were 
wrecked, five of them being located at Grand 


In Scranton and at East Pascagoula, four 
miles distant on the sound, houses were 
blown down, stores flooded and stocks 
damaged while at East Pascagoula, whic h 
is the port of entry, the entire beach is said 
to have been wrecked. The losses at the two 
points are said to reach $100,000. The Louis- 
ville & Nashville bridge across the Pasca- 
goula ts slightly damaged. Between Scran- 
ton and West Pascagoula, a distance of 
about five miles, of three of miles track 
and roadbed have been washed away. 
There are noauthentic reports from points 
south of Mobile except that two spans of the 
Biloxi bridge are washed away. 

The damage to the Louisville & Nashville 
is beyond comptuation at this time. The 
bridge across the Three Mile Creek is dam- 
aged, anda portion ofthe Tensas Bridge is 
washed away. There are 400 trees across the 
track between Bay Minetand Day Creek, a 
distance of about ten miles. Notrains can 
get further South than Bay Minet, and sev- 
eral wash outs are reported. A rowboat 
trip of the marshes made to-day by a re- 
porter reveals a tale of desolation that will 
almost equal those sent out a month ago 
from Savannah and the Sea Islands. At 
every point touched houses are entireis 
gone, while the upper eastern shore was 
sweptasifby a cycione. From Blakely, as 
far East as reports could be had, the natives 
report only death and destruction. For miles 
inland the trees are laid low, and much loss 
of life is reported all along the shore. 

Rumors place the loss of life at fifty, but 
possibly not more than twenty-five have 
peris „This side of Blakely, in the marsu- 
es, ole families have been swept away 
and the actual loss of life will probably never 
be known. The reporter who made the trip 
rescued several children and rowed up to 
several bodies, one ofa girl aged 17, another 
of a man aged about 35, both apparently Ger- 


mans. 

Five children, the oldest not over 8 years 
old, were found together in the marsh op- 
posite the mouth of the Spanish River. They 
said their father and mother had 

one in a boat after the house. 

hey could give no intelligible’ ac- 
count of themselves, being evidently 
Germans. A little further up the river two 
more children were rescued. Where these 
children came from it was not learned, as 
only one family was khown to reside on the 
point where they were found, and was that 
of Mr. Desson, whose wife was drowned. 

There was a mill manana his 2 who 
lived a littie distance up the shore, who was 
reported drowned, and the children are 

robably theirs. They were taken to the 

ouse Of a widow on Poteat Bay, whose house 
remained intact. 

The upper delta of the river debouching 
into the bay is reported to be full of floating 
bedding, furniture and household goods 
showing that the reports of suffering and 
death from this quarter are not overrated. 
Owing to the sparseness ofthe settlement of 
these marshes and thetraccessibility to small 
gail or rowboats only,it is probably that some 
have perisheq whose identity will never be 
revealed. The spots.inhabited by the marsh 
gardeners are only a few feet above mean low 
water und the houses are generally built on 
piling as a precaution against high tices. 


PENSACOLA STORM-SWEPT, 
PENSACOLA, Fla.,, Oct. 4.—The most de- 
structive storm that Pensacola has experi- 
enced for twenty years began Monday morn- 
ingand raged until late Tuesday evening. 
The nearest approach to yesterday’s gale 
was the storm of 1881. 
At (a. m. Monday the wind freshened and 


increased in force, and by5a. m. a terrific 


southeast gale was blowing, which continued 
at the rate of fifty-fve miles an hour, and at 


noon the wind shifted to the south and 
increased. Between 2 ands p. m. it began 
to shift to the southwest, and at 
2:80 p. m. the storm had reached 
its climax, the wind at this time reached a 
velocity of sixt-six milesan hour. The rain 
fell in torrents and swept in blinding sheets 
through the streets, At the bay front people 
stood in the drenching rain, watching the 
elements in their work of destruction. No 
loss of life has been reported, but upon ever 
street uprooted trees, broken fences an 
8 buildings testify to the storm’s 
orce.

FIRST PUELIC UTTERANCES on con 
PROMISE WITH SILVER MEN. 


Senators Gormen and Butler Feel Called 
Upon to Mention That Means of Reach- 
ing a Vote on the Repeal Bill—Busi- 
ness Men Frcom Baltimore Journey to 
Washington for a Conference With 
Their Representative. 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 4.—The Senate Commit- 
toe on Foreign Relations met this morning 
and took final action in the case of J. J. Van 


Alen of Rhade Isla nominated to be Am- 
bassador to Italy. It is understood that a 
favorable rt was Ordered. A large num · 
ber of letters, both for and against confirma- 
tion, were received, but after careful 
consideration of all the facts, the committee, 
it is understood, deeided there was no good 
reason why Mr. Van Alen should not be con- 
firmed. 

In the Senate to-day the first open sugges- 
tion of a compromise on the repeal 
bill was made and ‘attracted the clos- 
est attention on beth sides of the 
chamber. Senator Butler of South Carolina. 
in an impassioned speech against the lpas- 
sage of the bill, made compromise the saliént 
feature. He replie@ to Mr. Palmer’s re- 
marks of yesterday, criticising the Senate 
fordts action. He said to that Senator that 
the minority on the fépeal question was 
not attempting to coerce anybody, but 
that it aid not intend to be coerced by any - 
body. The Senate was not a town meeting, 
but it was a great Geéeliberative body, in- 
tended to put a veto upon hasty, unwise and 
improper legislation.

the solution. 

A delegation of abouteighty business men 
of Baltimore called upon Senator Gorman at 
the capitol to-day and presented memorials 
and addresses urging the speedy repeai of the 
Sherman act. Mr. Gorman, replying, said 
that under the rules ofthe Senate there wag 
no way to hasten action unless it could be 
done by bringing some influence to bear 
upon the opponents of the repeal bill from 
the Southern States. He said that cloture 
was impossible and that continuous sessions 
would bea great hardship upon the older 
Senators. e would not undertake to name 
atime whena vote could be reached and 
said it would be very difficnit to reach a vote 
at all unless a compromise recognizing silver 
could be agreed upon.

The local committee 
sent to Baltimore to confer with the General 
Manager regarding the 7½ per cent reduction 
in wages ordered last evening, but refuse to 
discuss or disclose any of the questions 
considered. The declaration that a strike is 
not only inevitable but imminent is made 
on the assumption that the company is in 
earnest about enforcing the 7% per cent re- 
duction in the operating departments. 

The above information as yet lacks con- 
firmation, and is not believed probable. A 
general strike would seem to depend upon 
the enforcement of the proposed reduction, 
and it is not known that this has been done. 
A report circulating that the 742 per cent 
reduction be made by the men did not state 
that the apts would insist on it in any 
event.

Alleged Discriminations of Union Depot 
Contractors in Hiring Stonecutters. 

A communication has been received at this 
office on a letter-head of the Journeyman 
Stonecutters’ Association of St. Louis and 
Vicinity, stating that the local stonecutters 
are being discriminated against in the work 
on the new Union Depot.

FEDERAL COURT NEWS. 


Suit Against a Telephone Company— 
The Grand-Jury. 

In the United States Circnit Court a verdict 
was rendered in favor of Sampson D. Poor in 
his suit against the city of St. Louis, in which 
he claimed $4,000 for breaking his arm, the 
injury being occasioned by his falling into an 
imperfectly guarded excavation. The jury 
awarded him $300 damages. 

In the Circuit Court of Appeals a tran- 
script in the case of John Lyuch against the 
Colorado Telephone Co. of Denver was filed. 
The plaint if claimed that a device for tele- 

hone wire conduits had been patented by 

iim and that the defendant had used this de- 
vice without authority. An injunction and 
damages was asked. The defendant argued 
thatthe device had been in use for at least 
two years before the patent was granted.

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CORRECT THE MISTAKE. 

President Fisk touched the nerve in his 
remark on the efiect of corporations on the 
distribution of wealth. 
and Southern States produce the wealth of 
this country,’’ said he, ‘‘but by means of 
the great corporations, the railroads, the 
trusts and combines, the wealth of the 
many is transferred to afew people in the 
centers of the North Atlantic seaboard and 
Europe. The wealth must be retained in 
the sections that produce it.’’ 

Probably the loose methods of granting 
corporate bodies control of natural monop- 
olies have more to do with the drain of 
wealth from the producing to the accumu- 
lating centers than other causes more 
considered in the public mind. The rail- 
way, gas, street car, electric lighting and 
other franchises are now the chief sources 
of large incomes and the most tempting 
investments in the West. They are so 
because income in such enterprises bears 
no fixed proportion to money invested, 
but depends rather upon the growth 
of population which gives a value, 
monopolized by private individuals, 
but which should be retained by the com- 
munities. The enormous draft upon the 
West to pay dividends on stock and bond 
issues above actual cos, are so many de- 
ductions from the common wealth, and 
are sure to result in the impoverishment of 
the people which pay them. It is not possi- 
ble to estimate the amount of these drafts, 
but a study of corporation management 
will give a clew to their magnitude. 

The people of the West, however, are 
themselves to blame. They blundered at 
the outset when public improvements be- 
came a public necessity. A riot of care- 
lessness in legislation, & too generous 
bestowal of the taxing privilege, has pro- 
duced its natural result. The people and 
their legislators blundered into bank- 
ruptcy. They must find their way back to 
solvency by a sane and temperate policy 
which shall contemplate the reservation of 
public values by the communities which 
produce them. 


r — 
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DIGNITY AND WEALTH. 

One of the principal arguments used in 
favor of the appointment of men like Van 
Alen and William Waldorf Astor to for- 
eign missions is that they are nen of great 
wealth and social experience and can best 
maintain the dignity of their country in 
courts where lavish display isa time-hon- 
ored custom. 

But is it possible fora man who has no 
dignity of character himself to uphold the 
dignity of the Government and people he 
is supposed to represent? Men are needed 
in diplomatic positions who are really 
representatives of American character, 
who embody in themselves the best traits 
of Americanism, and who in their own 
persons can command the respect of for- 
eign peoples without any extraneous aid 
from money or family. A man who has 
not talent and knowledge cannot satis- 
factorily serve a people among whom 
talent and knowledge are, or ought to be, 


|} the only avenue to honor and promotion. 


Out of this foolish idea that wealth can 
add something to personal worth and 
dignity springs the demand that ambas- 
sadors be paid higher salaries, Luxury, 
it is said, is necessary to sustain the dig- 
nity of the position, and either large 
salaries must be paid or the honors turned 
over to men of great wealth. 

But the experience of the United States 
falsifies this view. Just before and during 
the revolution, Benjamin Franklin and 
Thomas Jefferson represented the colonies 
at the Court of France, and it is safe to say 
that no two men in the diplomatic corps 
stood higher in the estimation of their 
confreres than they. They were really 
representative men and were recognized as 
such, and the American character was in- 
ferred from these, the highest products of 
American institutions. Washington Irv4 
ing in Spain, Bayard Taylor in Berlin, 


Lowell in London and Judge Stallo in 
Rome were not men of great wealth, 
nor were their salaries exorbitant, but no 
one ever heard that their dignity or the 
standing of the United States suffered from 
their poverty. They represented the best, 
strongest and truest in American character 
and are remembered in thecourts to which 
they were accredited for their eminent 
talents and social qualities. They stood 
upon their personal characters and owed 
nothing to the circumstance of wealth.

has public sentiment been 80 thoroughly 
aroused as it has been by the attack of the 
Moors upon the Spanish garrison at Melilla, 
on the northern coast of Morocco. The Gov- 
ernment has taken prompt and energetic 
measures to punish the Riff tribes who at- 
tacked the Spaniards, dispatching with all 
possible speed after the receipt of the news 
of the battle a gunboat to bombard 
the Riůaman strongholds and a special 
steamer with a dattery ot artiliery to rein- 
force the Melilla garrison. The Spanish 
naval stations yesterday were busier than 
they had been in years. ’ 
At the military headquarters, too, there 
was an alrof suppressed excitement and 
orderlies were dispatched frequently to the 
barracks conveying instructions to certain 
regiments to hold themselves in readiness to 
proceed immediately to Melilla. But know- 
ing all the preparation the pédple are dissat- 
ished. The populace do not seem to under- 
stand that some fs necessary to prepare 
the troops for foreign service. They are 
bitterly angry at the Moors, and all the 
pride of the race which has distinguished the 
Spanish nation for centuries, unreasonably 
demands summary vengeance be wreaked 
upon the barbarians who have dared to in- 
sult the yellow and red flag of Spain. The 
people who thus in their anger demand an 
Impossibility do not stop to consider (that 
the mountaineers of Morocco have practically 
no fear and that the greatest delight of their 
lives is to fight the ‘*despised Christians.“ 
In dealing with an enemy of this kind it 18 
absolutely necessary that every precaution 
be taken to guard against defeat. The offi- 
clals at headauarters know that in fighting 
the Moors they are actually carrying the 
war ip Africa, and the natives tn the event 
of general hostilities would have reinforce- 
ments gathering to their standard from 
every part of the Mohammedan world. Thus 
it is that they proceed with caution, 
though with all possibie haste, to deal with 
the question so suddenly demanding action. 
The Government, it may be said, has no idea 
of starting a war with Morocco. Spajn well 
knows thatthe Sultan of that country has no 
authority whateg¢er over the mountain tribes. 
He has been compelled time and again to 
send his troops into the mountains to sub- 
due the warlike natives, and the latter have 
only submitted when they were unable to ne- 
gotiate a peace in which all, or nearly all, the 
advantage accrued to themselves. Spain 
will, however, carry out her intention to 
strengthen the fortifications at Melilla, and 
will see to it that asufiiciently strong force 
of military is stationed thereto prevent any 


further raid by the Rimans. Morocco will be 
— 2 to pay indemnity for Monday’s 
raid. 

It has become known t the bodies of the 
Spaniards who were killéd in the battle were 
abominably mutilated by the fanatical 
Moors. This Knowledge has added much to 
the indignation of the papulace and there is 
much talk of holding indignation meetings, 
and ft is said that such meetings will be held 
in Madrid and Seville, where the fury caused 
by the receipt of this intelligence has 
reached the boiling point.

THE SOUTH APRICAN TROUBLES. 

CAR Town, Oct. 4.—Advices received here 
from Fort Victoria, one of the stations of the 
British South Africa Co., in Mashonaland, 
show that the Matabele regimentsof King 
Lobengula are advancing toward the fort, 
with the apparent intention of attacking the 
place. Dr. Jameson, the company’s admin- 
istrator in Mashonaland, has resolved to as- 
sume the offensive with a view to checking 
the advance of the Matabeles. A strong 
force is about to march from Fort Victoria 
and Fort Charles, and it will endeavor. to 
drive the Matabeles from Mashonaland. The 
MataDbeles are said to be eager for war with 
the Europeans, and unless King Lobengula 
is able to check the war feeling among his
